The first reco rded human v o ice cro aked 
acro ss a cluttered labo rato ry to thrill an in­ 
v ento r sev enty -fiv e y ears ag o this mo nth. 
The inv ento r was Tho mas Alv a Ediso n and 
the v o ice was his o wn. It wav ered as a sty lus 
cut acro ss g ro o v es made in a piece o f alumi­ 
num fo il, but it was his v o ice just the same. 
“ Mary had a little lamb’* were the first wo rds 
any man ev er heard himself say o n a reco rd 
.—a silly phrase, inspired haphazardly under 
emo tio nal pressure o f the mo ment when any 
g ro up o f wo rds wo uld do to co mplete the ex ­ 
periment. 
Ediso n co nceiv ed the idea while busy o n 
research with teleg raphic and telepho ne 
equipment. The adv antag e o f the pho no ­ 
g raph was that it did no t need electricity . A 
hand crank made the cy linder turn. Ediso n 
built the first wo rking mo del o ut o f a dia­ 
phrag m to which the sty lus was fastened. A 
cy linder was g ro o v ed and wrapped in tinfo il 
which picked up the delicate v ibratio ns o f 
the human v o ice. 
But the reco rd-play er did no t arriv e at full 
maturity fo r many y ears. To day the science 
o f electro nics makes v o lume co ntro l and 
faithful repro ductio n po ssible bey o nd Edi­ 
so n’s wildest dreams. Lo ng play ing reco rds 
whirl o ut a sy mpho ny in to nes duplicating 
the music fro m the o rig inal instruments. Cry - 
cro o ners wail o v er the wires and thro ug h 
v acuum tubes to wring the hearts o f teen­ 
ag ers. 
' 
But farthest fro m Ediso n’s imag ined re­ 
sults is the super-so phisticate^ o f the twen­ 
tieth century , the disc jo ckey . What wo uld 
he hav e tho ug ht o f these slick-patter platter 
play ers? 


SECOND UN FRONT 
The United Natio ns is wag ing war no t 
o nly in Ko rea. Its seco nd fro nt is war ag ainst 
a caterpillar which is threatening the fo rests 
and farms o f Euro pe. 
The ag g resso r, co mmo n in No rth America 
where it is kno wn as the “ fall web wo rm” o r 
“ tent wo rm,” had nev er been kno wn in Eu­ 
ro pe until 1 9 40 when it appeared near Buda­ 
pest. So o n it had dev astated many areas o f 
Yug o slav ia, Austria and Hung ary . It is no t 
so g reat a dang er here since it is kept under 
co ntro l by 40 kno wn parasites. These are un­ 
kno wn in Euro pe so the caterpillar, which 
has already destro y ed larg e areas o f wo o d­ 
lands, must be co ntro lled by man-made in­ 
secticides. 
O. B. Lean, ento mo lo g ist o f the United 
Natio n Fo o d and Ag riculture Org anizatio n, 
say s the caterpillar no t o nly is “ a majo r pest 
in tho se co untries already infested, but pre­ 
sents a g rav e threat to Euro pean ag riculture 
and fo restry , sho uld it be allo wed to spread 
further afield.” 
All co untries, including tho se who were 
enemies in Wo rld War n, are wo rking to ­ 
g ether in this campaig n. Italy is co ming to 
the aid o f Yug o slav ia, tho ug h tho se natio ns 
are at o dds o v er Trieste; France is sending 
2 0 to ns o f insecticides to Austria; West Ger­ 
many has sent spray ing equipment to Yug o ­ 
slav ia; Switzerland is sending equipment 
where needed. 
This campaig n is co ncrete pro o f that the 
United Natio ns can wo rk to g ether, in a co m­ 
mo n cause, in peace as well as in war. No th­ 
ing co uld be mo re impo rtant. 


' These Days’

THE QUEEN'S OPPOSITION 
Great Britain and those few countries that ac­ 
cept British political tradition are the 
o n ly ones 
that not only tolerate opposition but have created 
it and protect i t In Great Britain, Senator Rob­ 
ert A. Taft would have been the leader of Her 
Majesty ’s Loy al Opposition and he would have 
been paid a salary for opposing the government 
When Harry Truman’s day came to retire because 
the people lost confidence in him—automatically , 
the Queen would have sent for Taft to form a gov­ 
ernment of his partisans. Then Truman would be 
in opposition and would be paid by the government 
for opposing. 
This sy stem of government produces continuity 
of ex perience; it is less ex pensive to change a gov­ 
ernment in England than to have a primary tight 
in America. 
But its greatest virtue is that inex ­ 
perienced, unknown, untried men cannot emerge 
to the position of the head of the state. One moves 
gradually and learns on the way up. 
In our country , it seems to be almost a crime 
to oppose those in power and candidates for public 
office find the smear more comfortable than the 
argument. President Truman is a specialist in the 
technique of the smear and the twisted argument, 
and he and his immediate entourage seem to be dis­ 
appointed that Adlai Stevenson does not welcome 
that ty pe of campaign. 
It must have been tough 
on Stevenson to call off Truman’s whistle-stop 
oratory while Harry is still in the White House, 
but any thing less dignified than the President of 
the United States, even though a lame duck, chas­ 
ing about the country , vulgarizing a campaign for 
his successor is difficult to imagine. 
Because of a lack of party continuity in this 
country . General Eisenhower’s position iS also be­ 
set with problems. 
He is new to the opposition, 
having spent most of his career within the govern­ 
ment. 
To oppose Truman, he may have to dis­ 
close official secrets to the possession of which, 
however, the people are really entitled. This could 
lead to a real debate and might elevate the cam­ 
paign to high stature. It might even result in an 
Eisenhower-Acheson debate on certain policies re­ 
lating to the conquest of Europe, particularly Ger- 
many . 
If Eisenhower avoids this discussion of high 
policy , what will his opposition amount to? 
He 
may say that Truman tolerated corruption, but he 
cannot say that of Stevenson. 
N or/is it possible 
to demand a change unless one specifies a change 
from what to what. 
Sir Ernest Barker, a leading British historian, 
ex plains the British attitude toward the opposition, 
which is well-worth reading here in this country 
during the 1952 campaign: 
“ . . . General authority , alike for the initiation 
of legislative metsures and for the conduct of 
ex ecutive affairs, is vested in the Prime Minister 
and his Cabinet. 
But while we vest in one set of 
hands tne general ex ercise of active authority , we 
also provide for balance. 
Here the King serves 
our purpose. 
His ex istence provides a cover, and 
a dignity , for an opposition to the government, as 
well as for the government. 
We speak of His 
Majesty ’s Opposition, by which we mean an organ­ 
ized Parliamentary party which is opposed to the 
government and its policy . 
His Majesty ’s Opposi­ 
tion is a regular part of our sy stem; and we have 
even gone to the length of assigning a regular 
salary , from the funds of the state, for the Leader 
of the Opposition who challenges the policy of the 
government of the state. 
This may seem para­ 
dox ical; but it works. . . . ” 
It is not being suggested here that we ape the 
British with whom the opposition is as constitu­ 
tional as the government; y et the fact is th a| our 
political concepts are derived from those of "Eng­ 
land. 
Ex perience has established the truism that 
where only one party ex ists, a dictatorship evolves; 
where multi-parties ^x ist, government lacks stabil­ 
ity . The most valued virtue of the two party sy s­ 
tem is that it stimulates debate and criticism and 
thus serves as a check on government. 
The greatest mistake that the Republicans have 
made since 1944 has been the so-called Bi-Partisan 
Foreign Policy . The theory was good, namely , that 
during a war involving foreign policies, many of 
them secret, the opposition party would cooperate 
with the party in power. 
The practise, however, 
was deceitful. 
The Republican Party , as a party , 
was never consulted in advance. 
All that the Bi-Partisan Foreign Policy pro­ 
duced was a stoppage of debate. 
The opposition 
party lost one of its principal functions.

HEARING IS PRICELESS—PROTECT IT! 
I write frequently about that great boon to the 
hard of hearing, the great number of hearing aids 
now available. These hearing aids are adjusted to 
increase the volume of sound to the point w’here 
the hard of hearing person gets clear enunciation of 
the words he hears and the proper high and low 
tones. While these hearing aids now make it'pos­ 
sible for many of the hard of hearing to fill sit­ 
uations of trust and responsibility , organizations 
such as the American Hearing Society believe that 
parents should not wait until hearing ability is 
below par and hearing aids are necessary but should 
preserve and protect the degree of hearing present. 
Their slogan is, "Hearing Is Pricelsse; Protect It.” 
How can I protect my hearing? 
Even if y ou think y our hearing is ex cellent, pro­ 
tect it by practicing these simple rules of hearing 
health. 
1. Have y our hearing tested with art audiometer 
at regular intervals. (Loss of hearing may come 
almost without warning). The American Hearing 
Society and its 115 branches or chapters can help 
y ou locate an audiometer. 
2. Keep ears clean without using matchsticks or 
paper matches, metal objects or harsh materials. 
Let y our doctor clean out accumulated wax at least 
once or twice a y ear. 
3. At the first sign of ear pain or discharge, see 
y our doctor. Many cases of hearing loss can be pre­ 
vented if infection is caught early and properly 
treated. 
4. Avoid swimming in uninspected pools or 
stagnant waters. (Ear infection can start from 
water remaining in the ear). 
5. Avoid "violent” blowing of nose. (This may 
lead to infection of middle ear). 
Hearing is a priceless possession. It can be lost 
suddenly or gradually . A serious hearing loss can 
be a real handicap; it can be just as crippling as 
any other phy sical handicap. B y ' protecting good 
hearing, y ou may avoid a hearing handicap. 
How can y ou tell if y ou are losing y our hearing? 
Ask y ourself these questions: 
Do I ask to have words repeated? 
Can I hear a dripping faucet in a room with me? 
Can I hear with my back to the speaker? 
Do I strain to hear or habitually turn one ear 
toward the speaker? 
If y ou think y ou need help or information about

Custer, S. D.—In his "predic­ 
tions of things to come” June 29, 
Drew Pearson spoke of “a discov­ 
ery

wires,” he said, "Congress passed 
an unnoticed bill Thursday , au­ 
thorizing $2 million to transform 
sea water into fresh water. . . . 
To perfect an amazing discovery 
for making fresh water which will 
transform the arid deserts of Cali­ 
fornia and 
the southwest arid 
make these areas bloom like the 
rose. . . . I also predict firis inven­ 
tion when perfected will transform 
North Africa, Arabia and Austra­ 
lia so as to completely change the 
food problem of the world.” 
The bill passed was a substitute 
which I offered in the Senate for 
a similar bill,passed in the House 
on motion of Rep. Clare Engle of 
California. 
Chief difference was 
that the revised bill provided for 
doing research by contract with 
institutions already in the field! 
instead of establishing new gov­ 
ernment laboratories. 
My interest in this subject de­ 
veloped out of an interest in 
"rainmaking” and water conserva­ 
tion in general. 
In the spring of 
1951, 
three Senate committees 
held a joint hearing on bills which 
Senator Anderson of New Mex ico 
and I had introduced for research 
on "weather modification” and one 
which Senator O’Mahoney of Wy ­ 
oming had on converting sea wa­ 
ter. 
We found far greater private 
activity in "rain-making” than any 
of us had realized. Over 13 times 
as many acres were under con­ 
tract for “cloud-seeding” opera­ 
tions in 1951 as were under irri­ 
gation. 
So we developed a modified bill 
(S. 2225). 
It proposed simply a 
national advisory committee to 
evaluate results in private efforts. 
The Senate passed the bill. 
A 
House committee reported it fa­ 
vorably but it was objected to on 
the unanimous consent calendar. 
Both Houses did, however, pass 
the bill to further research in the 
desalting of water. 
New Research 
Historically , the Department of 
the Interior through its Bureau of 
Reclamation has sought to store 
water from rainfall runoff, rivers 
and melting snows. 
These new 
lines of research seek (1) to make 
salty , mineralized water fit to 
drink and fit to use on soil and 
(2) to increase the fall of rain. 
Signing the Desalting Bill, Presi­ 
dent Truman said: 
"Success of 
this project can be of tremendous 
value to our coastal communities, 
to our island possessions and to 
the wrole world.” 
Even that is 
understatement. 
On ships not having to carry 
fresh water, but needing only sim­ 
ple converter tanks, thousands of 
tons can be saved for "pay ing 
cargo.” Submarines powered with 
atomic energy will not even Have 
to "put in” for water. 
I, however, am not near the 
ocean. 
Many towns in the west 
have difficulty finding good drink­ 
ing water. 
The iwater is alkali, 
hard, heavily mineralized. 
Some 
carries so much salt it ruins land 
for irrigation. 
Senator Watkins 
of Utah remarked to me: "Just 
think what it would mean if we 
had a cheap way of making the 
Great Salt Lake drinkable and 
unsable for industry or irriga- 
gation!” 
In my own state, two irrigation 
projects are 
temporarily at a 
standstill because of fears that 
waters washing over salty soils 
collect too much mineral to put 
on tight,* gumbo soils. We do not 
know whether the new juda pro­ 
cess 
can 
make 
water 
cheap 
enough for irrigation—but an in­ 
dicated cost of $20 per acre foot 
(327,000) 
gallons) 
would mean 
cheap water for domestic, munici­ 
pal or industrial use.

"Rain-maker” they called me a 
few y ears ago when I hired a 
plane and got a bold newspaper­ 
man to ride to the top of a cloud 
and toss out dry ice. The cloud 
“boiled up.” To stay on top, the 
plane went from 12,000 to more 
than 18,000 feet. The cloud fluffed 
white on top, darkened below. In 
about 
21 
minutes 
raindrops 
splashed the face of the plane. 
Other clouds in the same area re­ 
mained normal. 
Finally , the increasingly heavy 
underpart of 
the cloud 
broke 
loose. Rain fell on a strip five 
miles wide and 15 miles long. 
Ranchers 
ex ulted. 
One 
editor 
asked: "How lucky can a politi­ 
cian get?” 
But what our crude ex periment 
did was "old stuff” I found out 
when Dr. Vincent Schaeffer of 
General 
Electric 
and 
other 
scientists testified at Senate hear­ 
ings.

If any thing, we 
merely got the mist particles in 
the cloud to run together, per­ 
haps, in a supercooled atmosphere,

Every housewife "makes .rain” 
one could say when she serves 
iced-tea on a hot, sticky day . The 
chill of the ice in the glass cools 
the air that touches the glass. The 
moisture in the air precipitates on 
the outside of the glass into 
drops. The glass does not leak— 
nor does it sweat. The "precipita­ 
tion” comes from the surrounding 
air. . 
The car driver who meets a 
heavy fog often starts his wind­ 
shield wiper. The mist on the 
glass runs together. Droplets be­ 
comes drops and drip off the rkub- 
ber blade of the wiper. The one 
who breathes into a frosty at­ 
mosphere makes a cloud y ou can 
see. He say s: "See my breath.” 
You see the frozen mist from the 
moisture he has ex pelled.

get mist in the clouds to run into 
droplets or frozen cry stals and 
then into heavy drops that will 
fall.

duces the cold requirement. 
But just how much help? What 
is the effect of "overseeding”? 
How to get rain where y ou want 
it, when y ou want it? How to 
keep it off the picnickers and y et 
have it for parched crops or the 
dried-up reservoir? In the west 
"perpetual sunshine” organized to 
drive clouds away from ripening

when

Washington, Aug. 24—Two of 
us were comparing notes on the 
Presidential campaign as it shapes 
up thus far. My consultant hap­ 
pened to be an ex pert in the field 
of election statistics 
but who 
possesses a good deal of political 
judgment of his own besides and 
who, like my self, isn’t wedded to 
any candidate. 
Each of us independently had 
reached the same conclusions: 
1. That, based on the strategy 
since the conventions, the defeat 
of Eisenhower is a strong prob­ 
ability . 
2. That while the Taft leaders 
will campaign earnestly and sin­ 
cerely support Eisenhower, seri­ 
ous disaffection ex ists in the lower 
echelons of the Republican party 
organization and among the rank 
and file. Since the Taft strength, 
as measured in many a state dur­ 
ing the pre-convention primaries, 
was repeatedly shown to be ap­ 
prox imately 50 per cent or more 
of the Republican vote, any sub­ 
stantial 
defection 
presents 
a 
grave problem to Eisenhower. 
3. That unless Eisenhower can 
poll the full Republican vote, he 
will lose the election. If he loses 
as much as 25 per cent of the 
Taft vote, he is a beaten can­ 
didate. 
4. 
That 
there may not 
be 
enough independent votes swing­ 
ing to Eisenhower to offset the 
Republican stay -away vote. 
5. That despite the foregoing 
analy sis an entirely different fac­ 
tor may help Eisenhower to win— 
the bogging down of the Steven­ 
son campaign which already has 
made mistakes even worse from 
a political standpoint than those 
of Eisenhower. 
Demo crats Vo te-Getting 
6. That the vote-getting power 
of the entire Democratic machine 
has been grossly underestimated 
by the Republican strategists in 
the last four Presidential cam­ 
paigns and that if Stevenson does 
get 100 per cent activity of the 
Federal 
officeholders, 
the CIO, 
and AFL organizations working 
s m o o t h l y and enthusiastically 
with the big city machines of the 
Democratic party , he can win but 
to do so he must avoid taking 
"pot shots" at Truman which cool 
ardor of the campaign workers in 
the "left wing” groups. 
7. That polls and political anal­ 
y ses and judgments made in the 
last week of August are often 
changed materially by develop­ 
ments in October. 
The last one of these observa­ 
tions is recalled with considerable 
vividness by this writer, who in 
September, 1948, predicted Tru­ 
man’s election on the basis of 
what had happened up to that 
time only to find himself reversing 
that opinion in late October on 
what seemed to be a strong Re­ 
publican tide then running, but 
which, as it turned out, was not 
strong 
enough 
to 
reverse 
the 
trends of August and September. 
The chief trouble with the Ei­ 
senhower campaign to date is 
that it is evidently being run by 
people who are addicted to a 
“theory ” 
but 
don’t 
understand 
that it’s a "condition” which they 
face if they want to win. 
A concrete ex ample of bungling 
from % political viewpoint is Gen. 
Eisenjiower’s handling of the Mc­

Any one with an

tial nominee on this question. 
Prior to the Wisconsin Senatorial 
primary , the general should have 
kept his lips tightly sealed on the 
issue say ing merely it was up to 
the Republican voters of Wiscon­ 
sin to decide whom they wanted 
to nominate. If McCarthy be­ 
came the nominee, the general 
could have done what all other 
! nominees have alway s done—sup­ 


port the 
ticket but 
say th a t 
doesn’t mean indorsement of the 
views of the senatorial candidate 
on any particular question. By and 
large, Sen. McCarthy ’s votes in 
the Senate have supported Re­ 
publican party policies. 
One eastern newspaper, which 
is editorially supporting Eisen­ 
hower, say s that defeat of. McCar­ 
thy by Eisenhower pronounce­ 
ments of outspoken opposition is 
not *too high a price for Eisen­ 
hower to pay , even if that one de­ 
feat means loss to the Repub­ 
licans of a chance to control the 
organization of the Senate and its 
committees. That’s as superficial 
appraisal. The real issue from a 
political viewpoint in repudiating 
McCarthy ’s candidacy is whether 
the twelve electoral votes of Wis­ 
consin are worth having and these 
might be the very same* twelve 
needed to make the necessary ma­ 
jority of 266. For McCarthy fol­ 
lowers 
in 
Wisconsin, 
like 
the 
Taft followers in other states, 
can’t be won by being hit over the 
head with a crowbar of denuncia­ 
tion. 
If Eisenhower’s statements 
about McCarthy to date result in 
his defeat for renomination or 
tend during the campaign to help 
his Democratic opponent, enough 
Republicans out of sheer resent­ 
ment at such interference in the 
Wisconsin 
election 
will refrain 
from voting for the top of the 
ticket and the state’s electoral 
votes may go by default to Ste­ 
venson. 
Loss of the presidency is too big 
a price to pay for a bit of simple 
education in practical politics in 
handling issues that are not in 
themselves 
overriding 
or 
very 
clear, due to the complex ity of 
charges and countercharges. Back 
in 1916 Charles Evans Hughes, the 
Republican presidential nominee, 
snubbed Gov. Hiram W. Johnson, 
the Republican senatorial nomi- 
; nee, on a visit to California, and 
| Johnson carried California by a 


j big majority while Hughes lost 
; the electoral vote of the state by 
; about 3,000 votes. 
The political game may be the 
subject of sneers and cy nicism by 
the amateurs, but the fact re­ 
mains that professionals run or­ 
ganizations and these do influence 
apathy or enthusiasm in election 
campaigns. This is especially true 
in close states where.a candidate 
for the presidency who needs all 
the votes he can get from all fac­ 
tions in his own party doesn’t as a 
rule gratuitously alienate any of 
them on minor questions. 
A parallel weakness in strategy 
on party loy alty , curiously enough, 
ex ists in the Democratic party 
; where the Stevenson attitude to­ 
ward Truman is causing dismay . 
Whether Stevenson agrees with 
all that Truman has done in tha 
Presidency , the political fact re­ 
mains that Phil Murray , of the 
CIO, has said publicly that Trur 
man is the gre a te st friend labor 
ever had in the White Hobse” aiy l 
hence it doesn’t endear Stevenson 
to the union bosses to have him 
treat Truman as if he were po­ 
litical poison just because there 
may be handfuls of Republican 
votes here and there to be ob­ 
tained that way . 
As compared 
with the getting out of the tre­ 
mendous Democratic vote by an 
enthusiastic 
organization, 
such 
converts 
from 
the 
Republican 
ranks 
aren’t 
worth 
bothering 
about. 
It’s a peculiar campaign to date 
and the victory y et may be based 
on the comparative totals in the 
box score of errors—it may go to 
the nominee who has mufiSd the 
ball fewer times than his oppo­ 
nent. For -both nominees seem to 
be taking their advice on cam­ 
paign strategy from those who 
apparently don’t know what the 
statistic^, the trends and the or­ 
ganization activities of the past 
campaigns really mean in terms 
of vote-getting in 1952.

The aggressor, common in North America 
where it is known as the “fall webworm” or 
“tent worm,” had never been known in Eu­ 
rope until 1940 when it appeared near Buda­ 
pest. Soon it had devastated many areas of 
Yugoslavia, Austria and Hungary. It is not 
so great a danger here since it is kept under 
control by 40 known parasites. These are un­ 
known in Europe so the caterpillar, which 
has already destroyed large areas of wood­ 
lands, must be controlled by man-made in­ 
secticides. 
O. B. Lean, entomologist of the United 
Nation Food and Agriculture Organization, 
says the caterpillar not only is “a major pest 
in those countries already infested, but pre­ 
sents a grave threat to European agriculture 
and forestry, should it be allowed to spread 
further afield.” 
All countries, including those who were 
enemies in World War II, are working to­ 
gether in this campaign. Italy is coming to 
the aid of Yugoslavia, though those nations 
are at odds over Trieste; France is sending 
20 tons of insecticides to Austria; West Ger­ 
many has sent spraying equipment to Yugo­ 
slavia; Switzerland is sending equipment 
where needed. 
This campaign is concrete proof that the 
United Nations can work together, in a com­ 
mon cause, in peace as well as in war. Noth­ 
ing could be more important.
